Response to Amendment 

1. The reply filed on December 9, 2002 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

Regarding the claims, it is respectfully submitted that an accurate marked-up version of 
the amended claims has not been provided, and it is not clear as to what changes have been made 
thereto; for example, claims 2, 3, 6 and 9-13 are labeled as "amended," but no changes (i.e., 
underlining/bracketing) are shown therefor. Both versions of all of the claims should be 
carefully checked for accuracy. It is noted that only claims being amended should be submitted. 
However, if applicant prefers to provide an entire set of claims, claims that have not been should 
either have no label or be labeled as "(pending)" or the like. 

Regarding the substitute specification submitted on April 29, 2002, it is now noted that 
both versions contained markings (i.e., underlining/bracketing) therein which is improper. 
Applicant should submit a new substitute specification including a clean version thereof and a 
marked-up version showing all of the changes made with respect to the originally-filed 
specification. It is noted that numeral 9' and a description thereof has not been provided and 
should be provided in the new substitute specification.
